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General Information 


Part-Time Monitor Program 


Aim: To promote the learning and use of the 
official languages by providing the services of 
language monitors to educational institutions. 


Funding: The Department of the Secretary of 
State 


Administration: The provinces, in conjunction 
with the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada 


The Second-Language Monitor 


Monitors are full-time postsecondary students who: 

— leave their province of residence as a general 
rule, and enroll full-time in a postsecondary 
institution in another province during the school 
year 1986-1987; 

— help students with the spoken language by 
conveying to them the real life aspect of the 
language and an awareness of the culture 
associated with that language; 

— carry out their duties under the supervision of 
second-language teachers for six to eight hours 
per week through supplementary non-teaching 
activities; 

— receive up to $3200 for eight months of 
participation in the program (September 1986 to 
April 1987). They also are reimbursed for the 
price of one return trip between their province of 
residence and the host province; 

— will be required to participate in training sessions 
organized at the provincial or local level to 
enable them to better understand their role and 
to provide them with the necessary information 
concerning the administration of the program; 

— may be placed at different levels which vary 
from province to province. Monitors may be 
assigned to the elementary, secondary or 
postsecondary level according to the needs of 
the host province. The coordinator of the host 
province will be responsible for placing monitors 
in educational institutions. 


The Educational Institution 


— The educational institution to which monitors 
are assigned will ensure that they perform their 
duties under the supervision of a second- 
language teacher. 

— As far as possible, the educational institution will 
take into consideration the timetable for 
monitors’ full-time studies when establishing their 
work schedule. 


UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES MAY A 
MONITOR ASSUME THE DUTIES OF A 
REGULAR TEACHER. 


Selection of 
Second-Language 
Monitors 


The secretariat of the Council of Ministers of 
Education, Canada, and the provincial depart- 
ments or ministries of education will ensure that the 
requirements and criteria listed below are met in 
the selection of second-language monitors.

The candidate must, at the time of application, 
be Canadian, which means a person who is a 
citizen of Canada or a landed immigrant. Those 
students studying in Canada on student visas are 
not eligible. 


. Tobe eligible for the Second-Language Monitor 


Program (part-time), Quebec students must 
have completed at least their cegep studies by 
the end of the 1985-1986 school year. 


. The candidate’s mother tongue must be either 


English or French, except in the case of a 
candidate who is judged by his/her department 
or ministry of education to have acquired one of 
these languages as his/her first language. 


. All other things being equal, preference will be 


given to those specializing in a program of 
studies leading to the teaching of English or 
French as a second language. 


. Each candidate selected must enroll asa 


full-time student in a postsecondary educational 
institution (university level in Quebec). The 
full-time requirements depend on the host 
institution. Candidates should apply as early as 
possible at the institution of their choice. 


. Candidates are considered to be residents of the 


province in which their parents live at the time of 
their application or, if they qualify as indepen- 
dent, of the province in which they last lived for 
at least 12 consecutive months, exclusive of any 
time spent in a postsecondary institution. 


An independent student is one who: 
(a) is married and/or 
(b) has two periods of 12 consecutive months in 


the labour force and/or 


(c) has any combination of successful 


postsecondary schooling and periods in the 
labour force which add up to four years. 


N.B. A year of schooling means an academic year 
and a year in the labour force means a period of 
12 consecutive months of either working or being 
available to work. 


7. Particular Requirements 
e Students coming to British Columbia, 


Alberta and Ontario who wish to enroll in 

a teacher-training program which involves 
practice teaching, should not apply for the 
Monitor Program since the conditions of these 
programs will not permit students to perform 
their duties as monitors. 

British Columbia and Saskatchewan students 
applying to be monitors in another province 
must have completed at least one year of 
postsecondary studies by the end of the 
current academic year. 

It is strongly recommended that students 
coming to British Columbia and Saskatchewan 
complete college level courses in English 
before applying. Testing of proficiency in 
English may be required. 

In Alberta, students must have completed two 
college-level English courses before they can 
be admitted to a university. Students who do 
not meet this requirement must take a test to 
prove their competency. 

To be a monitor in Ontario, a candidate must 
have successfully completed at least one year 
of university or C.A.A.T. studies. 

Positions are available for monitors in English 
as a second language in Ontario, Quebec and 
New Brunswick only. 

Quebec accepts both anglophone and 
francophone candidates. 

In Quebec, monitors must enroll in a 
university-level institution. 


e Quebec universities, cegeps and secondary 
schools accepting monitors reserve the right to 
complete the selection process themselves by 
interviewing candidates approved by the 
Ministry of Education before accepting them 
as monitors. 

In Quebec, applications from students 
enrolled in programs with practical training 
sessions will be accepted only if these sessions 
do not prevent the students from fulfilling their 
obligations as monitors. 

Applicants from Newfoundland applying for 
the first time will be given priority over those 
wishing to participate for a second year. 


Two years is the maximum length of participation in 
the program, except in circumstances where a 
province has not reached its full complement. 


Other Important 
Information 


1. Eligible applicants will be interviewed before the 
final selection of monitors is made. 


2. Monitors may be required to enter into a 
contract or sign a letter of agreement with the 
educational institutions where they act as 
monitors. 


3. All monies paid to monitors under the terms of 
this program are considered taxable income 
according to the provisions of the Income Tax

4, Arrangements for compensation work to be 
performed by the monitor in respect of absence 
for sickness or other reasons must be made 
between the educational institution and the 
monitor concerned. 


5. Monitors are entirely responsible for arrange- 
ments regarding registration, equivalencies 
and credits towards degrees. 


6. Successful candidates will be required to 
participate in information, training or evaluation 
sessions organized in the province where they 
are placed as monitors. 


7. All provinces have the option of accepting 
applications from candidates who wish to act as 
monitors in their province of residence. 


8. Monitors may not benefit from any other 
federally sponsored official language awards 
while they are monitors. 


Application Procedure

Application forms are available from provincial 
coordinators. In Quebec, application forms, 
brochures and circulars may be obtained from 
regional branches of the ministére de 
l’Education, financial aid officers in the student 
services departments of universities and public 
and private colleges, or by writing to the 
Direction générale de |’aide financiére aux 
étudiants. 


. The completed application form, accompanied 


by photocopies of the required documents, must 
be submitted to the coordinator of the province 
where the candidate is presently residing. In 
Quebec, refer to accompanying circular.

Monitor Program for 
Francophones Outside 
Quebec 


Under this program, monitors may be placed in the 
following provinces: Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba, Ontario, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island. 

To be eligible for the Monitor Program for 
Francophones Outside Quebec (part-time), 
Quebec students must have completed at least their 
cegep studies by the end of the 1985-1986 school 
year. 

The aim of the program is to provide an 
opportunity for francophone students from minority 
areas to perfect their mother tongue and to 
improve their knowledge of their culture through 
contact with postsecondary students who will act as 
language monitors. 

A monitor’s duties will mainly involve helping 
francophone students through supplementary, 
non-teaching activities to perfect their mother 
tongue and improve their knowledge of the 
francophone culture. These activities will always be 
conducted under the supervision of a teacher. 

The preceding administrative information applies 
to this program also, with the exception of parts 2 
and 3 


Selection of Monitors 

2. The candidate’s mother tongue must be French. 

3. All other things being equal, preference will be 
given to those specializing in a program of 
studies preparing them to teach in French. 


The program coordinators are the same as those for 
the Second-Language Monitor Program except for 
the following province:
